Pursuant to Com mi nee Ru[c 7{g), ihc Chainnaii and Ranking Member of the Committee 
on Ethics (Committee) detenniried to relettse the following statementr 

On Marcti 13,201^3, the Committee received a Member complaint against Representative 
Matt Gaetz. Tlie Committee [hen begaji a l eview, pursuant to Committee RtJes l6{cj and iSfaJ, 
iolc allegations that RepreiicnLaLivc Guct?^ sought to threaten, intirtiidate, harass, or otherwise 
iminoperly influence the President's fonner attorney^ Michael Coheit, in cotmectioii with Mi'. 
Cohen's teslimotiy before acoogressionaJ committee, 

As part of that review, on May 13, 2019, (he Committee requested Representative Gaet 2 :'s 
appearance for art in-person interview, Representative Gaetz declined the Committee's interview 
request. 

On May 1 5, 2019, the Committee informed Representative Gaetz lliat its ability to resolve 
the complaint w=OLtld be hindered wi thout his testimony and explained that if the Committee 
unable to dispose of the complaint by June 24, 2019, House and Committee Rules would require 
the ComTiiiitee to establish an investigative Subcommittee to review the allegations against him. 

Decause ReprescniaEEve Gaetz did itot provide the Ccjmmittcc with testimony, ibc 
Committee was li liable to dispose of tlie complaint by the rule-based deadline. Accordingly, 
pursuant to House Rule XI, clause 3(b)(2), and Committee Rule 16(d), an Investigative 
Subcommittee lias been established and the complaint against Rcpncsenlativc Ciaetz fniwardcd to 
it for consideration. 

The CommiLiet': notes that the mere fact of establishing an Investigative Subcommittee docs 
not itself indicate that any violatinn has occurred, 

The Honorable 7\ndiony G, ITrow''n will serve as the Chaimian of the InvesLigativc 
Subcoiujnittee, and the Honnrahle Michael Guest wilt ser%‘-e as the Ranking Member. Tlie other 
tw'o members of the Investigative SubccinnniLtee are Ihc Honorable Raja Krishfiamoortht and the
